On 
the contrary, I affirm that every re-| 
vealed doctrine is a limitation imposed 
upon a field of error. The regions in 
which men may err become narrower, | 
because the boundaries of truth are 
pushed farther, and the field of truth 
is enlarged. The liberty of the human 
intellect is therefore greater, because 
it is in possession of a greater inheri- 
tance of certainty. And vet, if there 
be one superstition which at the pre- 
sent day is undermining more than 
any other the faith of men, it is the 
notion that belief in the positive 
slavish 
limitation of the intellectual freedom 
of man.

There is Little Real Progress in 
Material Civilization. 


(Ambassador Bryce in the “Atlantic Monthly,” August, 1907). 


“Tt does not seem possible, if we go back to the earliest literature which sur- 
vives to us from Western Asia and Southeastern Europe, to say that the creative 
powers of the human mind in such subjects as poetry, philosophy, and historica! nar- 
rative or portraiture, have either improved or deteriorated. The poetry of the early 
Hebrews and of the early Greeks have never been surpassed and hardly ever equalled. 
Neither has the philosophy of Plato and Aristotle, nor the speeches of Demosthenes 
and Cicero. Geniuses like Dante, Chaucer, and Shakespeare appear without our being 
able to account for them, and for aught we know another may appear at any moment. 
It is just as difficult, if we look back five centuries, to assert either progress or decline 
in painting. Sculpture has never again risen to so high a level as it touched in the 
fifth century, B. C., nor within the last three centuries, to so high a level as it reached 
at the end of the fifteenth. But we can found no generalizations upon the fact. Music 
is the most inscrutable of the arts, and whether there is any progress to be expected 
other than that which may come from a further improvement in instruments constitut- 
ing an orchestra, I wil) not attempt to conjecture, any more than I should dare to 
raise controversy by inquiring whether Beethoven represents progress from Mozart, 
Wagner progress from Beethoven.”

Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, of Brooklyn, supplies syndi- 
. cated “copy” for a column in many newspapers over the 
‘United States. It is composed mainly of answers to ques- 
His answers are as good as one 
could expect from a Protestant minister who is not obliged 
to recognize any special ecclesiastical authority, who may 
fellow his own private judgment in interpreting Scripture, 
who gives everyone the privilege of entertaining liberal 
ideas concerning the sterner truths of revelation. When he 
gives advice on things practical it is usually worthwhile. 
Quite recently he was asked advice about the follow- 
ing by a reader resident in Massachusetts. ‘I love a yong 
woman of the Catholic Faith, who believes explicitly and 
literally every detail of her creed. As a result, her earthly 
existence is entirely ordered by fear of punishment and hope 
of reward. This is abhorrent to me. I am a convinced 
agnostic, and I think one reason for my agnosticism is the 
impossibility of my swallowing intellectually such absurdi- 
ties as the Bible teaches.” 
Dr. Cadman answers his correspondent as follows:

My experience of the complexities and problems arising 
from mixed-marriages, especially those of Protestants, Catho- 
lics, Jews and agnostics, convince me that they create more un- 
happiness than peace and concord. Where religious beliefs or 
non-beliefs are confidently held and aggressively expressed, as 
in your own case, the consequences are frequently lamentable. 
Where they are held lightly the outcome is often religious in- 
difference and neglect in the whole family. 

You writé as a militant... Your heated description of-the 
girl's earthly existence allows no place in it for the higher mo- 
tives of faith and love. Ideas opposed to your conception of 
things are denounced as “abhorrent.” You avow yourself an , 
agnostic, by which I suppose you mean one who simply does not 
know whether spiritua! -realities so called do or do not exist. 
You say by inference that God Himself is unknowable, a state- 
ment which implies that you know al! that can be known on the 
question and that you have its final answer. 

Why, then, should you trouble about the views of believers 
concerning the Deity’ If we know nothing about Him and in 


the nature of the case can never know anything, what matters 
it whether He is conceived benevolently or brutally? And why 
seek out a member of the Roman Catholic or any other church 
to make her miserable as well as yourself by marriage?” 

Do you expect any devout woman, Jewess or Christian, to 
live blissfully with you while you heap indignities upon her 


cherished ideals? Or can you pledes yourself to abstention 
from impatience and reproach if she refuses to surrender a 
creed which, as you suppose, is concocted of absurdities? If 
children should be born to this prospective marriage what are 
they to be taught about religion? 


If you really love this girl leave her. Let her follow her 
own light and possess her own soul in peace. To surrender all 
claims upon her, feeling as you both do on this supreme ques- 
tion, 18 a far greater proof of disinterested affection than to 
expose her to the risks of union with you under existing con- 
ditions.

metropolis devoted columns to his life 
and “achievements.” A _ publishing 
concern put forth a selection of his 
letters and speeches. The school chil- 
dren went in procession to his bier in 
the city-hall, where the body lay in 
state. There was no end of obituaries 
and of memorial services. That man 
is now completely forgotten. It is 
hard to find his name in the New York 
papers. But for the time being he 
was evidently considered a great 
American “hero.” His praises were 
sung everywhere and his life was held 
up to the youth of the land as that of 
an eminently successful citizen. He 
was successful. But not if you guage 
success by standards of permanent 
worth and stability. There is no in- 
tention here to judge the man. If the 
main traits of his life and character 
were not so well known, the example 
would not be cited here. But the point 
is that this man was not a hero in the 
true sense of the word though the 
public press and the sensational jour- 
nal were filled with the story of his 
life’s ambitions and attainments. 

The moneyed man—what a power 
and what a hero he is in the opia‘on 
of some people! He founds librarics 
and endows universities, establishes 
palaces of peace and gives pensions 
to retiring university professors. All 
of which may be very good. But the 
man who does these things is not 
thereby a hero. He does not deserve 
a tithe of the encomitim that has been 
showered upon him- nor is it proper 
and just that public buildings and in- 
stitutions transmit his name to future 
generations. For the ambitions and | 
the very successes of that man er | 
not be the best example to place be-| 
fore the youth of the land. Such a'| 
man is not necessarily the most use-.

‘out existing defects and shortcoming:

On completion of the hearings of 
the entire Commission, which will be 
held in New York City next Wednes- 
day and Thursday, the body wil! hold 
other sittings throughout the State 
until the holidays. 

“We are whipping our program into 
shape,” Senator Baumes said. “We 
want the united and hearty support 
of all members of the Commission fo 
the proposals on which we are work 
ing. 

Giving “First Offenders” a Chance. 

“I regard the ‘first-offender’ act, to 
which we are devoting a lot of atten- 
tion, as one of our leading proposals. 
The ‘first offender’ ought to have 
every chance to alter his ways and go 
straight. I am speaking now of the 
young man and woman whose heart 
ie not hardened against society and 
who has no previous criminal record 
of any sort. 
| “We should like to throw around 
the prison career of such an offender 
lan environment that would help, and 
‘not hinder, the prisoner's regenera- 
‘tion. To illustrate what I mean—the 
‘first offender should not be allowed to 
‘come in contact with the calloused 
criminal, the pervert, and the convict 
with homicidal proclivities.” 

Senator Baumes said further that 
the Commission was trying to put the 
“fence” act in such shape that it wi 
meet with the approval of the Legis- 
‘lature.
